Boy Scouting 
Greenland Style 


Boy Scouting isn't what it 
used to be. 

Two Scouts have just come 
back from Greenland, 800 miies 
from the North Pole, where for 
five months they helped the 
United States Army in expior- 
ing the Arctic. 

What did they do? Build fires, 


pitch tents, blaze trails, find 
water? Was it rough? ‘ 
Reporters, whether ex - Boy 


Scouts or not, held ballpoints 
ready for « tale of the wild. 
The two youthful explorers, 
Kent L. Goering, 18, of Neode- 
sha, Kan., and Soren Gregersen, 
also 18, of Korsor, Denmark, a 
citizen of the nation which plays 
host to the Army in Greentand, 
displayed the smiles of men who 
have been asked one primitive 


“question.too many about a comi- 


plex subject. 

In their capacity as guest jun- 
for scientific aides to the United 
States Army Corps of Engineers 
research city, Camp Century, 
Greenland, they reported they 
learned how to: 

Find water — by boring into 
the thick ice with huge steam 
drills. The water being melted 
in subterranean caves that way 
was found purer than distilled 
water; the pr from which it is 
made has Alain unexposed for 
centuries. \ 

Blaze trails across the ice — 
with parallel wires, buried in the 
anow, which broadcast signals 
that keep surface vehicles on 
course even when Arctie—fog or 
wind-driven snow cuts visibility 
to zero. 

Build “fires’ — by learning 
how to operate the master con- 
trol of a portable atomic reactor 
which saves the need for hauling 
in huge quantities of diesel fvel 
for heat and power. 

Build shelters — by excavat- 
ing huge trenches (with special 
tractors) similar to the way mo+ 
dern coal mines are dug. Inside 
the trenches complete barracks 
are erected and afterward the 
trenches are covered with corru- 
gated metal roofs and the snow 
is blown back on with machines. 

Find ways.to store gasoline, 
machinery, and other supplies 
in unlined ice reservoirs. Gas 
can be pumped into the ice 
caverns. without losing its qual- 
ity. Tools can be stored without 
rusting. . 

‘There was at least one touch 
of the old Scout life, though. 

The boys built an igloo, cut- 
ting the ice slabs “with mach- 
etes.” They slept in it one night 
when the temperature was 64 
below zero outside, 30 inside, 
writes Frederick W. Roevekamp 
in the Christian Science Monitor. 

“We took off our Arctic wear 
and went into double sleeping 
bags, in our underwear,” said 
Kent. “We slept all right.” 

Nor was this al] just a.Scout 
experience, however modern. 

Both boys are interested in 
natural science and technology. 
Kent “probably” wants to be- 
come an engineer, Soren, a '.u- 
clear physicist. 

“l was pretty sure of that be- 
fore I left for Greenland,” he 
said. “Now I am sure.” 

This summer, Kent plans to 
return to Greenland to work as 
a scientific assistant. Was it be- 
cause he liked to so much? 

“Yes, and because of the 
money, you know,” Kent said. 
Assistants’ get $650, practically 
all of which they can save. 

“Tl like the money, too,” said 
Soren. “I am trying to get back 
there myself.” 

On their return to New York, 
the two Scouts were each pre- 
sented with a specially engraved 
Boy Scout 50th Anniversary Me- 
dal to show the fellows back 
home at the campfire. 


Great Discovery By

Dear Jinr: 

The presentation of the lacrosse cup 
as noted in the accompanying article, 
brought back many happy memories 
of my boyhood in Madoc. This village 
where I was born offered many op- 
portunities for fun and interest with 
other boys. We had the usual Bullies 
to contend with and an occasional 
different but kindly individual in the 
village. . 

It was very early in my life when 
challenges presented themselves and 
challenges of some nature have re- 
mained an integral part of it ever 
since. The process of meeting these 
challenges and perhaps succeeding 
with some of them have helped to 
overcome many difficulties. 

The challenges in my boyhood days 
were, I am sorry to say, not promi- 
nent enough along the course of my 
educational development but were 
found more in the elements of a. 
physical nature. They consisted in the 
competitive challenges in the playing

tennis), running faster and further, 
and actual physical fights from 
“dares”, following some wordy 
altercations of no definite 
such as “I dare you to knock 
this chip off my shoulder;” = “I 
dare you to step over that ine, | 
hoping of course all the time that 
your opponent wouldn't “take you 
up.”

was produced. These results of my 
athletic activities in Madoc have been 
of great value to me ever since my 
early days. 

Lacrosse, as you well know, used to 
be an important game in our village 
and what great competitions we had 


against Tweed and Marmord. My 


interest in the game commenced as 
goon as I could run and it still re- 
mains. We used to play catch all the 
way to school, during recess, on the 
way home and against various build- 
ings in every vicinity. 

There were many good players in 
this game who developed in Madoc 
and two )of them played. on the 
U.ofT. teams which toured the 
States. In 1895-96, Charles Cross who 
became Attorney General of Alberta 
was president of the U. of T. Club 
and played on the team. In 1903 
Herbie O'Flynn captained the team 
and playing with him was “Tiny” 
Gladney from Marmora. My boyhood 
memories of a few amongst other 
good players were Tim Kirk, Danny 
Reid and The Whytocks. :

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Dog Lifeguards 

In The Mountains . 
Exulting in the crisp moun- 
rang air, the skiers flashed down 
slope. Then, one of them, 


happening to glance back, 
gereamed a warning: “Aval- 
kneche!” 


It was too late. Within seconds 
the fifteen skiers were com- 
pletely engulfed by a gigantie 
wall of snow and ice. 

The catastrophe was seen from 

| he nearby Swiss resort of Mur- 
ren, Rescuers hurried to the 
scene. Probing carefully into the 
snow, they dug out fourteen of 
the victims but were unable to 
trace the other man. 


With night and a blizzard com- 
ing on, the rescuers were about 
to abandon the search. Then 
Moritz, a mongrel dog they had 
brought with them, began to 
bark and paw at the snow fifty 
yards from where the rescuers 
were working. - 


The men ignored him, but 
Moritz made such a commotion 
that his owner and a few other 
‘men began digging at the spot. 
Twenty feet down they found 
the fifteenth man — alive, but 
only just. 

Moritz didn’t know it, but he 
was indirectly responsible for 
the foundation of a mountain 
rescue service, for a newspaper 
report about his feat was read 
by Ferdinand Schmutz of Berne, 
an expert on dogs. 

Schmutz was deeply impressed 
and he experimented, that win- 
ter of 1938, using dogs to trace 
objects buried in the snow. 

The second world war broke 
out and Schmutz was appointed 
consultant to the Swiss army on 
training of patrol, messenger 
and Red Cross dogs. He suggest- 
ed that dogs should be trained to 
find avalanche victims. 

The army was not very inter- 
ested — until Schmutz proved 
that during the first war, aval- 
anches, accidental or deliberate, 
had caused 50,000 casualties; 
then the army allowed him to 
train fifty man-and-dog rescue 
teams, 

Even so, he had little co-opera- 
tion from the diehards, who had 
always searched for avalanche 
victims by lining up as many 
men as could be mustered and 
equipping each man with a long 
rod with which to probe the 


now. 

Almost shoulder to showlder 

the men then advanced across 
snow. It was a painstaking 
eniess. 

Then Schmutz had a bit of 
luck. He was working at Inter- 
laken in the winter of 1939-40, 
when an accident occurred om 
the Jungfrau.

st the cold, had been put in a 
spot too deep to extricate aim- 
self, He had a breathing appara- 
tus and was reasonably comfort- 
able under the snow, 

Flags marked the area to be 
searched by the troops; if they 
did not find the guinea-pig with- 
in a certain time then the offi- 
cer in charge would call off 
the stunt and the man would be 
dug up. 

Then drama overtook the ex- 
ercise. A sudden, violent blizzard 
hit the mountain and the troops 
had to fight their way to shel- 
ter. 

When at last the storm sub- 
sided, half an hour later, the 
marker flags were buried by 
snow, 

Officers quickly put in new 
ones, but not in their right 
places. Now they had really lost 
their guinea-pig; his oxygen 
would be running out, and dusk 
was falling. 

Then Schmutz, accompanied 
by his favourite dog, Gallix, ar- 
rived on the spot to see the ex- 
ercise. Told of the emergency, 
he immediately put Gallix to 
work. 

The dog raced to a point far 
outside the marker flags and 
began to dig. 

The officers in charge suid 
that their man could be nowhere 
near that area, but soldiers be- 


gan digging feverishly and 
found their comrade, He was 
still alive but in desperate 


straits. 

Publicity given to the incident 
convinced Swiss people that 
there was something in the idea 
of avalanche dogs after all and 
by the end of the war Schmultz 
had trained nearly 200 of them, 
the majority Alsations. 

After many experiments pe 
found that only alsatians had the 
strength, skill and incredible in- 
stinct needed for the job. 

Knowing his dogs, Schmutz 


\\didn't even consider the famous 


Bt. Bernard. The St. Bernard 
uses his eyes, not his nose, to 
find people, and after an aval- 
anche there is nothing for the 
eyes to see. 

The nose and sixth-sense of a 
trained Alsatian can find a man 
in minutes, often after human 
rescuers have been searching for 
many hours. 

Last winter a policeman was 
buried for nearly ten hours e- 
fore a dog could be brought to 
locate him. The mar™was soon 
dug out and survived. 

The dog’s master is almost as 
important as the dog itself. He 
must be a skilled skier and 
mountaineer, an expert in snow- 
craft and first-aid—and he must 
know his dog and what. the ani- 
mal is trying to tell him. The 
harmony between some men and 
their dogs is astonishingly sensi- 
tive. 

Sometimes an emergency 15 50 
acute that a dog team is flown 
in to find buried people. In this 


way, three. years ago, 4a dog 
found three schoolchildren buri- 
ed in a deep drift. 

The dogs differ as much in 
‘personality as their owners. 


Some regard their work as fun, 
others take it very seriously; 
one must be forced to concen- 
trate on the job, another is de- 
yotedly eager.

Bible Treasures 
On Display 


When Queen Elizabeth II visits 
the Chapter House at Westmin- 
ster Abbey on May 16, she will 
see in a scholarly exhibition, “The 
Bible in Britain,” a Greek New 
Testament which belonged to her 
ancestor Queen Elizabeth I. 


This crimson, velvet-covered 
testament, loaned by Queens Col- 
lege, Oxford, bears on each side 
the arms of the first Elizabeth 
and. the initials “E.R.” 


The testament is.a symbol of 
the continuity of the story of 
Christianity in Britain in. which 
the Authorized (or King James) 
Version of 1611 is an important 
landmark, 


The exhibition marks both the 
350th anniversary of the publi- 
cation of the King James Version 


and the recent publication of the” 


New Testament of the New Eng- 
lish Bible, the work of scholars 
representing the major churches 
of the British Isles except the 
Roman Catholic. 


An introduction to the exhibi- 
tion shows the “visual aids” 
which brought the scenes of the 
Bible story to the eyes of the 
people before printing made the 
Scriptures available to the lay- 
man. These include stained glass 
panels, alabaster reliefs, and 
painted wood panels. 

The exhibits, well set out on 
purple backgrounds under glass, 
show the beginnings of Christi- 
anity ‘in Britain going back to 
Roman times when Britain was 
the most remote province of the 
Western Empire. Little remains 
from those days, and nothing in 
the way of a written Bible text. 
There are just a few pictorial 
representations of Biblical scenes 
on silver, a treasure which is 
thought to have been the booty 
of barbarian raiders. 

After the withdrawal of the 
Roman legions in 410 the: pagan 
Saxon invaders drove the native 
Christians before them into the 
west country and to the moun- 
tains of Wales. Gospels from cen- 
ters in these Celtic areas of Brit- 
ain include the beautifully dec- 
orated Book of Kells, copied in 
Ireland, and the Lindisfarne Gos- 
pels, written in Northumbria, 
soon after 687 in honor of Saint 
Cuthbert. : 

Thousands of people visited an 
exhibition of the originals of 
these two gospels shown recently 
at Burlington House in aid of the 
library fund of Trinity College, 
Dublin. 

Those who did not, now have 
opportunity to inspect facsimiles 
of the illuminated pages of the 
gospels at the Chapter House, set 
in the context of the history of 
the Bible from the seventh to the 


Another early treasure, and 
one not seen in London before, 
the Chad Gospels, is a manuscript 
from Lichfield Cathedral dating 
from about A.D. 700, This is writ- 
ten in bold script, possibly at a 
Welsh center following the. Irish

Sudden Death On 
A Race Track 


His day began early, while 
the sun was still low and the 
colts were playing in their 
stalls, nickering for hay and 
water and a chance to run.

During the first two races, 
Gilbert played ping-pong with 
Willie Boland, a fellow jockey.

“Mortal Lock looks good,” 
he said. Gilbert, sipping coffee, 
nodded. Neither agent nor boy 
mentioned Plenty Papaya 

Then Gilbert began getting 
dressed. “It’s cold out,” his valet 
said. “Better wear something 
warm.” Under the black - and- 
white silks of Happy Hill Farm, 
owner of Plenty Papaya, Gilbert 
put on a rubber jacket and a 
turtleneck sweater. He adjust- 
ed his plastic helmet and cover- 
ed it with a black silk cap. At 
2.45, he walked through the 
catacombs that lead to the saddl- 
ing area. 

Frank Wright, waiting with 
Plenty Papaya, greeted him. “T'd 
like you to try something,” 
Wright said. “She doesn’t seem 
to like the whip. Would you 
hand-ride her?” 

“Sure,” Gilbert said. “Rode a 
horse like that for Mr. Yowell 
ence.” 

As Gilbert climbed aboard the 
filly for the first time, she snort- 
ed and shook naturally. The joc- 
key steered her easily onto the 
track and, a few minutes before 
8, Plenty Papaya, listed on the 
flashing tote board at 39-1, mov- 
ed to the starting gate with seven 
other two-year-olds. 

The five-furlong race was off 
at 2.59. Coming out of post posi- 
tion six, Plenty Papaya started 
nervously, then veered abruptly 
toward the outside. Gilbert, 
clutching the reins, pulled the 


‘filly in. Suddenly enraged, she 


bolted toward the inside, straight 
at the aluminum guard rail. An 
instant before Plenty Papaya 
rammed the rail, Gilbert stipped 
from her back, but the momen- 
tum carried him into the rail. 
He tumbled to the ground, un- 
conscious, bleeding from the left 
ear, The filly, not badly hurt, 
bounded away. 

A few minutes later, on the 
way to a local hospital, Roy 
Gilbert, the victim of multiple 
skull fractures, died.

In West Africa 


My family liked Africa from 
the moment they landed in Ac- 
cra. My wile, Marion, is a blonde.

They itnmediately fell prey to 
Africa’s deep and universal fond- 
ness for children. 

We lived in Cantonments, the 
new residential area On a@ low 
hill above Christiansborg, look- 
ing out to sea . The home- 
making effort of even the more 
house - proud English expatriate 
family was generally exhausted 
by the exhibition of a standard 
selection of “Africana” that 
could be bought from Dan at 
the airport, or rather more 
cheaply from the Hausa men 
outside the Y.MLC.A. in the High 
Street, This selection, -typically, 
included an Ashanti stool, carv- 
ed from a block of wood; ele- 
phant book-ends for those who 
had any books; @ large rush 
mat in the middle of the floor; 
., . a brass bird that balanced 
on a stand and could be twirled 
round... Those who wanted 
somthing better than this bric- 
a-brac could find, with a little 
trouble, some excellent exam- 
ples of African skill in the plas- 
~ arts. The shaping of wood and 

tal is perhaps the best artistic 
achievement in West Africa. The 
sculptures of Ben Owonwu and 
brass masks from Benin, both 
from Nigeria, were obtainable in 
Accra. In the Gold Coast itself 
there were many wood carvers 
who turned out fine heads in 
ebony and other woods. 

The most fascinating products 
of the African artistic imagina- 
tlon, however, are the Ashanti 
gold weights. These were orgin- 
ally used by the Ashanti gold- 
smiths to weigh the gold dust 
for which the Gold Coast be- 
came famous among European 
sea-captains. The weights were 
cast from bronze or brass in the 
form of miniature animals, birds, 
fishes, reptiles, mythical crea- 
tures, or symbols. A crab’s claw 
or the shell of a beetle might be 
used as a mould. There are 
weights in the form of swastikas 
and Greek letters, geometrical 
symbols and astrological signa. 
There are also intricately decor- 
ated boxes for keeping the gold 
dust, cast in simple moulds in 
the ground, Of course, the ori- 
ginal specimens of these things 
are, now outnumbered a hundred 
times by the flood of modern

Never confuse a donkey doctor 
with a veterinanian; he repairs 
donkey engines for the logging 
industry. A banking. inspector 
would be lost in the bookkeeping 
departments. of a financial 
house; his job involves the in- 
spection of parts of watches. 
And a leg inspector only eyes 
empty hose in a stocking fac- 
tory. 

The dictionary recognizes 
many workers whose jobs might 
never be thought of otherwise: 
the cracker stackers, doll-eye 
getters, baseball-glove stuffers, 
back-pocket attachers, bologna 
lacers, fan-mail clerks, and rib- 
bon tiers who make the little 
red bows on Valentines. 

Other classifications catch the 
eyes — and imaginations: knee- 
pants operators, bag holders, 
bottom men, ploddermen, 
moochers, leachers, bumpers, 
knockers, neck cutters, on-and- 
off men, dieing-out-machine op- 
erators, first fallers, and former 
men, But, there are also listings 
for backer-up, bucker-up, and 
build-up men, writes Ed Town- 
send in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Some new jobs are showing 
up. One is sage engineer, not 
necessarily a wise man as the 


_ title would suggest but certain- 


ly one with a background of 
technical training. He is a pro- 
duct of the alphabet age: sage 
is an abbreviation of semiauto- 
matic ground equipment,’ and 
the sage engineer is a specialist 
who might be found working as 
an experimental rocket-sled me- 
chanic or an electric-eye sorting 
machine technician.

The Labor Department up- 
dates the dictionary periodically, 
and it is widely used in indus- 
trial relations by employers and 
union representatives who deal 
with them, One value is to give 
some uniformity to job descrip- 
tions and titles, so that fair com- 
parisons may be made. 


But, complete as it is, the dic- 
tionary doesn’t list all jobs. ~ 


A writer for a labor news- 
paper recently pointed out that 
the latest dictionary missed such 
off-beat jobs as the lost-kid 
finder, a carnival employee 
whose job involves watching the 
children wandering around fair- 
grounds and carnival sites and 
rounding up the strays; the hat 
agers in Hollywood who make 
old hats out ‘of new ones by an 
adroit rumbling — and why not 
old ones in the first place? — 
and “listen-to” specialists who. 
help those with problems by let- 
ting them talk them out, at $3 
an hour. 

Those may never make the 
dictionary; its purpose, after all, 
ig serious and its direction is to- 
ward industrial-relations special- 
ists. However, other jobs are 
nudging their way into the list 
ings year by year. . 

It’s likely that the stick man 
will make the grade in the next 
updating.

Beetle Cars 
By The Million 


My much-loved little British 
beetle car seems all the more 
perky since it became _known 
that production of this particular 
model had passed the 1,000,000 
mark. 


I am talking about my Morris 
Minor saloon. This model is gen- 
erally acclaimed to be the most 
successful British small car ever 
produced. There is a romantie 
story behind its evolution. 

Alec Issigonis, its designer, 
was born in Turkey of a Greek 
father and an Austrian mother. 
The father, a shipowner, had 
been educated in Britain and 
adopted British nationality be- 
fore he married. 

During World War II Alec was 
working at the Morris motor fac- 
tory at Oxford. When he was 
firewatching during air raids he 
used to doodle sketches of his 
dream small car. He aimed espe- 
cially at first-rate road holding, 
sports car steering, and suspen- 
sion suitable for rough overseas 
roads as well. as smooth British 
roads. 

The first Minors were sold in 
1948. They looked like beetles. 
But they were an immediate suc- 
cess. The notable thing is that 
the model has remained un- 
changed in basic body and engi- 
neering design for 13 years. And 
yet one meets new Minor owners 
today who talk enthusiastically 
at having discovered a fresh ex- 
perience in baby cars. 

The Minors are scattered wide- 
ly over the world. Of the 1,000,- 
000 produced up to January, 
1961, just over 500,000 lave been 
sold in Britain. More than 100,- 
000 have gone to Australia, 
80,000 to the United States, 


24,000 to South Africa, 34,000 to 
New Zealand, 29,000 to Canada, 
25,000 to Sweden, 16,000 to Ma- 
laya, and so on. 

The basic price of the Minor 
in Britain today is £416 (about 
$1,164) compared with £280 in 
1948. But if account is taken of 
the fall in value of currencies, 
today’s price is said to be equi- 
valent to £254 or lower than the 
1948 figure. 

But alas, purchase or sales tax 
ls the ogre of car buying in Brit- 
ain today. The Minor’s basic 
price of £4]6 is raised to £590 
before a new owner can. drive 
away his purchase, writes Peter 
Lyne in the Christian Science

There is a story that the build- 
ers of the Minor are always look- 
ing over their shoulders at the 
Volkswagen firm in Germany 
which has the same record of 
about 13 years of unchanged de- 
sign. It is said the Minor is 
ready to change when the Volks- 
wagen does. 

The Volkswagen record is even 
more remarkable, having passed 
the 4,000,000 mark with the same 
model, But the German firm has 
made only the one car while the 
British firm has been producing 
a large range pf different sized 
motor vehicles. 

But whatever their nationality, 
these beetle cars by the million 
have transformed the lives of 
countless people throughout the 
world. 

The 1,000,000th Minos,-finished 
in a rather daring shade of 
mauve, has been presented to the 
National Union of Journalists in 
London to raise funds for jour- 
nalistic charities. 

Perhaps that is another reason 
why my Minor seems so to strain 
at the leash these brisk spring 
mornings.

that he added to his grab-bag 
assortment of fast balls, curve 
balls, screw balls, and change- 
ups only a few years ago. Hiller 
popped up. The pattern was set. 


From then on, Spahn was at 


the peak of his art. In nine in- 
nings, he faced only 27 batters. 
Two men walked; both were 
retired on double plays started 
by Spahn himself. No one hit 
safely. By 1-0, Warren Spahn 
won the second no-hitter of his 
@eareer. 

The victory was Spahn's 200th 
in seventeen major-league sea- 
sons, the shutout his $2nd, both 
all-time records for National 
League left-handers, A twenty- 
game winner in eleven weparate 
searons, Spahn's first no-hitter 
came only last September 
against Philadelphia. “It's 
crazy,” he said last month. “All 
those years of coming 50 close 
and now two of them. How do 
you figure it?” 

Sam Jones of the Giants, who 
allowed only five hits in defeat, 
figured the answer was control. 
“I don’t feel too bad about los- 
ing,” said Jones. “Spahn's great. 
He had amazing control, He put 
the ball where he wanted it 
every time.” 

Jones. exaggerated slightly. 
Not even Spahn puts every 
pitch where he wants it. Facing 
Mays in the eighth inning, 
Spahn quickly threw two strikes, 
Then he tried to waste a pitch,- 
low and away. He slipped, and 
the pitch sailed in high, over 
the heart of the plate, right to 
Mays’ power. But luck rode 
with Spahn. Mays, swinging 
hard,: bounced back to the 
pitcher. Spahn easily threw him 
out.

How Can I? 
By Roberta Lee 


Q. How can I facilitate the 


skinning of tomatoes? 
A. By placing the tomatoes in 


water over them, and letting 
stand for a minute or £0. You 
will then find that the skins can 
be removed with a minimum of 
trouble. 

Q. Is there anything I can do 
about a mirror when breaks ap- 
pear on its silver backing? 

A. A mirror such as this can 
often be restored very nicely 
merely by applying some smooth 
aluminum foil to its back, shel- 
lacking this in place. 

Q. How can I whiten yellowed 
piano keys? 

A. One olten-effective method 
of accomplishing this is to wash 
the keys with a flannel soaked 
in cologne, instead of water. La- 
mon juice or alcohol is also very 
good. 


Q. Some of my scatter rugs are 
limp and curled up at the edges. 
How can I remedy this condi- 
tion? : 

A. Size them with some laun- 
dry starch. First, seal the under- 
aide of the rugs with a coat of 
shellac, then apply a thin solu- 
tion of starch, and allow this to 
dry well before using. 


Q. Can you give me some tips. 


for the neat troning of tucks? 

A. To keep them neat and flat, 
fron them until they are absolu- 
tely dry—otherwise, they will 
pucker and look wavy. Vertical 
tucks should be pulled taut and 
ironed lengthwise, while hori- 
gontal tucks should be ironed by 
starting on the top and working 
to the bottom.

Really Dangerous?

People who have stopped eat- 
ing cholesterol-rich dairy and 
meat fats because they fear that 
the cholesterol will clog their ar- 
teries may. be running more, not 
less, risk of developing heart 
disease. 


After nine years of research, 


Dr. Edward H. Ahrens Jr. of, tie 
Rockefeller Institute told the As- 
sociation of American Physicians 
meeting in Atlantic City recently 
that a diet rich in sugars and 
starches (carbohydrates) but low 
in fats raises the level of fats in 
the blood. These blood fats are 
formed by the chemical break- 
sown of carbohydrates. They 
are not cholesterol but triglycer- 


ides — the main constituent of- 


body fat. Some medical research- 


‘ers, including Dr. Ahrens, won- 


der if the triglycerides may not 
be at least as important as chol- 
esterol in developing thick artery 
walls. 

Until now,. most scientists had 
assumed that a low-fat diet 
meant a low-fat content in the 
blood. Dr. Ahrens’ research 
challenges this belief. He has 
fed his human subjects diets 
ranging all the way from one 
made up of 85 per cent carbo- 
hydrate, 15 per cent protein, and 
no fat to a diet made up of 15 per 
cent carbohydrates, 15 per cent 
protein, and 70 per cent fat. The 
patients on the high-fat diet 
showed the lowest level of blood 
triglycerides, Dr. Ahrens report- 
ed 


This research conflicts with the 
findings of Dr. Ancel: Keys of 
the University of Minnesota, 
chief proponent of the cholester- 
ol-heart disease link, Advised of 
the new findings, Dr. Keys point- 
ed out that people on low-fat 
diets in countries like Formosa 
not only have low blood choles- 
terol levels but few triglycerides 
as well. To this, Dr. Ahrens 
says: “The point is, our subjects 
were kept well nourished. People 
who don’t get enough calories to 
maintain body weight won't have 
a high-fat content in their blood 
—or anywhere else.” 


Nae Is O.K, 
In Russia Now! 


Jazz is at last respectable in 
Russia. At picnics, dances and 
cabarets young communists are 
getting with it — without the 
fear of being branded “devia- 
tionists.” 

But the party officials have 
not bowed to the tastes of deca- 
dent capitalism. The new relaxa- 
tion comes because jazs was or- 
iginated by Negroes with African 
antecedents — not by American 
imperialists. 

Says musician Leonid Utyosov 
in the magazine ‘Soviet Culture’: 
“Jazz is not a synonym for im* 
perialism, and the saxophone is 
not the brainchild of colonial- 
ism.” 

Yet jazz really arrived in Rus- 
sia in 1925, with New Orleans 
saxophonist Sidney Bechet. It 
was tremendously popular, and 
the government jumped on the 
bandwaggon by forming the 
U.S.S.R. Jazz Band. 

For the purpose, it released ace 
trumpeter Andrei Goring from 
jail, into which he had been 
thrown for insulting a party of- 
ficial. 

Then, in 1929, Stalin abruptly 
banned jazz and all Western 
popular music as a “product of 
bourgeois degeneration.” 

But the fans were not thwart- 
ed so easily. Records were print- 
ed on to X-ray plates; smuggled 
in, and sold on the black market 
‘for fantastic prices. Elvis Pres- 
ley L.P.s were fetching around 
$15. 

Illicit jazz bands were formed. 
whose leaders learned the latest 
numbers from Western radio 
programmes, So many such 
roups existed among students in 

ningrad that the Young Com- 
munist League made nightly pa- 
trols in an attempt to stamp 
them out. But now a new era 
ig heralded for Russian jazz fans.

Years ago Farm and 
Home Week meant a lot to farm 
people as it was often their only 
means of keeping up with trends 
in farming. The O.A.C, itself is 
the centre of agricultural On- 
tario and for that reason special 
excursion trains were run from 
various local points in Ontario 
to the lovely city of Guelph. A 
streetcar service ran from the 
railway station to the outskirts 
of the College. 

And what was the main at- 
traction of this annual outing 
for farm families? That is hard 
to explain. It meant different 
things to different people, but, 
since it Was “open house” all 
over the College and its environ- 
tents, there was something to 
please everybody. The farmer 
who would have liked pedigreed 
cattle had he been able to afford 
it took great pleasure in wand- 
ering through the cattle barns, 
inspecting the well-fed, well- 
groomed cattle on display. More 
than one farmer took young 
Johnny along with him and 
would try to explain to him why 
one cow was better than another 
—and what a joy it would be to 
have a herd like that in the 
home stable. That would lead to 
the inevitable question — “Why 
DON’T we have cows like these, 
Dad?” 

“Why? Well now, son, maybe 
we will some day. Maybe we'll 
start YOU a herd with a yearl- 
ing heifer. And she'll grow and 
grow, and then there will be 
other heifers and by the time

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you’re a grown boy we'll have 
us a registered herd.” Sometimes 
it was a dream that came true 
sometimes it remained only a 
dream because there came a time 
called “the depression” or the 
“Hungry Thirties” when it was 
only hig faith in the future that 
kept the farmer going at all — 
Farm and Home Week did a lot 
to foster those dreams, 

Before the days of the noisy 
tractor horses were a great fam- 
ily attraction — father, mother 
and the children took a delight 
in the sleek, handsome beasts 
especially if the kiddies were al- 
lowed a ride on an old retainer 
turned out to pasture. In later 
years high powered machinery 
was a drawing card that me farm 
boy could resist. Jimmy would 
climb aboard any tractor that 
was handy and imagine he was 
in the driver’s seat on his own 
farm. 


For the farm women there 
was the delight of wandering 
through the spacious grounds — 
especially if the lilacs were in 
bloom. Flower beds and borders 
provided many an inspiration as 
to what could be grown at home. 
A tour through Macdonald Hall 
illustrated how attractive rooms 
could be with simple furnish- 
“ings. And the kitchens... .. the 
last word in efficiency even be- 
fore the era of dish-washing 
machines. Here was the marvel 
of hydro at its best. Maybe Mary 
heaved a half-conscious sigh, 
and then she'd tell herself philo- 
sophically — “Oh well, who 
knows, maybe we will have 
hydro some day!” 

By noon the family would get 
together for the noonddy lunch, 
provided by the College. This of 
course was a welcotfme feature 
to well-whetted appetites. The 
supply of sandwiches seemed in- 
exhaustible. Well filled “butter- 
ed” sandwiches, a chunk of 
cheese, and fresh buttered buns. 
For drinks there was whole 
-milk, buttermilk, tea or coffee. 
Cheese, butter, bread, rolls and 
cured ham were all made or 
processed at the College.

It was sometimes 
a farmer's only opportunity of 
keeping pace with the times.

Springtime On The 
Gaspé Peninsula 


The farmers of this alternately 
soft and craggy peninsula of 
Gaspe jutti eeply into the 
Gulf of St. wrence are now 
moving onto the springtime land 
aboard tractors. 

On an 800-mile journey, 
through its length brea I 
failed to see a single ox-pulled 
wagon of which the travel fold- 


ers used to boast and which I 


recall. from previous travels in 
my youth. : 

The techniques of the mari- 
time economy of Canada’s east- 
ern seaboard have changed much 
in the last few years and will 
change more in the years to 
come. ; : 

But the mechanization which 
has come to Gaspe’s fishing, 
farming, and forest industries 
has not yet dimmed the skill of 
the ancient wood sculptor or the 
common sense of the people who 
uséd to be called habitants. 

Centuries of high hope and 
sometimes disillusionment have 
made for hard heads. The tour- 
ists have assured the survival of 
the wood carver, and of bread 
baked in outdoor ovens by bright 
opportunist housewives. 

Tractors and balers have made 
the horse and the pitchfork obso- 
lete. They have also taken some 
of the profit out of small-scale 
farming, just as they’ve elimin- 
ated some of the sweat from the 
farmer’s brow. 

“Yet agricultural crisis is a 
phrase the Gaspe farmer does 
not use. He adjusts, diversifies, 
obtains his living from his land, 
water, trees, and tourists. Or, 
envying his prairie counterparts 
whom he looks on as men who 
do not bother with cattle and 
thrive instead on subsidies, he 
gets out. 

Not very many want to move. 
They find security in their liveli- 
hood and seek little else, except 
perhaps a television set. The last 
great arm of communications has 
finally penetrated the remote 
hills and valleys of this historic 
soil hundreds of miles from the 
nearest metropolitan center. 

The man who takes his dory 
out to sea in the early morning 
returns to his plot of farm land, 
to his pulp cutting or wood carv- 
ing in the afternoon. Codfish sell 
at 25¢ a pound or less at dock- 
side, for freight charges and the 
middleman have not yet added 
their toll. 

Fuel oil is creeping relentless- 
ly into. hitherto traditional coal- 
consuming outlets even in this 
Atlantic belt where it is mined, 
writes Robert Moon in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

The farms and forests and 
fisheries, with intermingling and 
diversification of uses, will long 
remain the economic base. No 
magic will change this despite 
the promises of politicians and 
the ameliorations of economic 
councils. 

The old isolation is gone now, 
though the Gaspesian is still 
proud of his cultural heritage 
and wishes to preserve it, if far 
less aggressively than even a few 
years ago. 

Far from being removed from 
international tensions, safe be- 
hind an exterided land barrier to 
the west and a watery one to the 
east, the Gaspesian looks up and 
says he is on the direct flight 
path into central Canada.

What Happened To 
Those Crown Jewels? 


Were King John’s jewels really 
lost in the Wash? Or were they 
recovered and stolen? This 745- 
year-old mystery may be solved 
any day now for a team of 
treasura- seekers believe they 
have found the spot where the 
gems lie buried. 

Digging is expected to start 
soon near the five-mile causeway 
which links the Norfolk village 
of Walpole St. Andrew and Long 
Sutton, in South Lincolnshire. 

It was on this causeway that 
King John’s treasure-laden bag- 
gage train was swamped by a 
tidal wave, horses and riders 
were drowned and the Crown 
Jewels vanished. 


Some historians claim that the 
royal heirlooms were not lost 
but were recovered and stolen. 


But Dr. G. F. Tagg, an elec- 
trical engineer, believes that the 
treasure is still there. He and 
his team began searching four 
years ago. Undismayed by false 
alarms and barren clues they 
worked on. 

According © legend, even 
greater treasure lies buried in 
the bed of the River Busento, in 
Southern Italy. Within a five- 
mile stretch, say experts, Alaric 
king of the Goths, was buried 
secretly, with all the gold and 
jewellery he had accumulated in 
conquering Greece and Italy. 

Having ravaged Rome in 410, 
he died a year later and was 
committed to this river - bed 
grave. Strictest secrecy was ob- 
served to ensure that no Romans 
ransacked his remains to get at 
the treasure. Even the, slaves 
who buried him were afterwards 
killed. 

Now the Lerici Foundation, 
backed by a $100,000 research 
fund, has invited prominent 
scientists and archaeologists to 
recover the treasure. The King 
of Sweden, who is a keen ar- 

\ chaeologist, is expected to help 
\this ambitious project. 

Apart from these major pro- 
jeets, there is always @ possibili- 
ty of treasure being unearthed 
whenever new land is ploughed 
or excavations are made for new 
buildings. 

In Britain finders now receive 
from the Treasury a cheque 
based on the article’s market or 
bullion value, plus its archaeo- 
logical worth. —

Maybe They Did It 
In The Winter 


The most famous, and most 
enigmatic, mcnument of English 
prehistory is Stonehenge -— the 
massive’ time-worn stone blocks 
set in concentric circles — which 
was erected 3,400 years ago on 
the verdant Salisbury Plain. ‘ 

Many of the rectangular sand- 
stone blocks (called sarsens) and 
the smaller bluestones have top- 
pled by now, but the questions 
they raise haven't. Anthropolo- 
gists and historians still argue 
about the. builders, history, and 
reasons behind the Stonehenge 
project. Some cite the cremated 
remains found buried 
as evidence of Stone- 
henge’s use for ritual sepul- 
chers; others point out that the 
massive stones line up with the 
position of the sun at summer 
solstice, suggesting that Stone- 
henge was a center for sun wor- 
ship by Bronze Age Britons. 

Beyond these profound cul- 
tural questions, there is another, 
relatively mundane _ puzzler: 
How did these primitive people 
manage to lug 81 sarsens, rang- 
ing up to 100,000 pounds each, 
all the way’ from the nearest 
sandstone quarry to the building 
site 21 mNes away before the 
benefits of the wheel or the 
beast of burden had been dis- 
covered? 


In the current issue..of the’ 


journal Science, Canadian geo- 
logist Patrick Arthur, Hill at- 
tacks this weighty problem. On 
a field trip through the Salis- 
bury Plain three years ago. Hill 
did what the ancient builders 
must have done in 1500 B.C.: He 
searched for the easiest and 


shortest course, and found one. 


that was downhill all the way 
except for a gentle rise during 
the first 3 miles. 

As for the means of transpor- 
tation, Hill writes, most earlier 
studies have cited a combina- 
tion of log rollers, sledges, and 
the blood, sweat, and tears of 
at least 100 men per stone. Hill 
suggests there is an easier way 
than dragging the stones across 
the bare slopes — namely, drag- 
ging them across the ice. 

“On “ice,” Hill suggests, “the 
sarsena could have been moved 
by a comparatively small num- 
ber of men using sledges. One 
man can move a 2-ton Eskimo 
komatik (sledge), so 25 men 
eould move the largest, 50-ton 
garsen. The best combination of 
anow and ice for heavy-duty 
transportation would be ‘ice 
roads’ made from packed snow 
by the repeated passages of 
sledges or by the spraying or 


spilling of water... (With such 
a surface), each stone could 
have been moved... at a slow 


walking pace, and its total time 
in transit could well have been 
less than a week.” 

Hill’s theory has one bit of 
logic on its side. Winter would 
have been a better time for such 
In the 
summer, the local hands would 
surely have been working in 
the fields and Project Stone- 
henge would have been just the 
thing to while away the long 
winter months before planting 
time rolled around again.

Tragedy Lurked In 
A Staunch Topsail 


The 40-year-old brigantine A1- 
batross was wearing 75 per cent 
of her sail, including topsail on 
her square-rigged foremast. She 
was sailing almost due east from 
Mexico’s Yucatan Peninsula for 
Nassau, the Bahamas, and mak- 
ing perhaps 6 knots in a light 
wind and gentle sea. Her posi- 
tion in the Gulf of Mexico was 
125 miles west of the Dry Tor- 
tugas; 190 miles due west of Key 
West, Fla. It was 9 o'clock in 
the morning, and while light- 
ning flicked from ominous skies 
and occasional rain splatted on 
the teak decks and steel hull, 
the reassuring aroma of cooking 
breakfast wafted topside from 
the galley. David (Tod) John- 
stone, 17, was at the wheel, with 
the skipper, Christopher Shel- 
don, close at hand. The Alba- 
tross was a “floating classroom”; 
her crew was almost entirely 
made up of teachers and pupils. 
Now: elevén persons were on 
deck; eight below. 

When the squall struck, it 
struck with such sudden, savage 
fury that there was no time to 
act. It caught the high-flying 


_ topsail full on and. toppled the 


Albatross on her starboard side 
like a bathtub toy, hurling those 
above deck into the sea. Her 
steel hull filled, the Albatross 
went down in 60 seconds. Six of 
her company went down with 
her, 


After 24 hours of tossing in 
lifeboats on the stormy Gulf, 
the thirteen survivors were res- 
cued by a merchant ship, and 
the grim tale of irony and tra- 
gedy began to unfold. 


Among the more bitter ironies: 

The survivors owed t#teir lives 
to the fact that the Albatross’ 
lifeboats bobbed up from the 
sinking vessel. They had been 
secured only by old line, which 
gave against their buoyancy as 
the 93-ton ship went down. 

As a traditional safety pre- 
caution, the topsail was the old- 
est canvas in the ship’s suit — 
purposely selected to give way 
under such wind pressures. It 
held firm. 

Christopher Sheldon bought 
the Albatross in 1959 (and regis~ 
tered her under the Panaman- 
ian flag). A sailor since he was 
15, Sheldon — now 34 — realized 
his dream, a sailing prep school, 

With fourteen teen-aged stu- 
dents signed up (at $3,250 each), 
and with his wife, Dr. Alice 
Sheldon, 30, a physician, two 
other teachers and himself as 
faculty (Sheldon also holds a 
Ph.D.), he set sail from Ber- 
muda in October for an eight- 
month school cruise to the Gala- 
pagos Islands, planning to return 
to Mystic, Conn., off May 28, On 
this fateful, final cruise, the Al- 
batross carried only one licensed 
seaman, George Ptanacik, the 
cook, who went down with the 
ship. Sheldon's first mate was 
one of his students, 15-year-old 
William Bunting, son of presi- 
dent Mary I. Bunting of Rad- 
cliffe College. 

If the vessel had been regis- 
tered under the U.S. flag. she 
would have needed a licensed 
skipper, mate, and an engineer 
—- which would have sent the 
cost of operating her (as US, 
maritime operators know) sky- 
high. 

Sheldon himself said: 

“What we had was a sort of 
apprentice system, which has 
existed for centuries, mostly in 
Europe, where boys pay to sail 
and learn the sea. We were actu- 
ally a tutoring service, with up- 
prentice seamen. I did not think 
of the boys as passengers but 
as crew.” 

Whatever the basic cause of 
the. tragedy, Sheldon got no re- 
criminations; he had suffered his 
own loss. One of the victims waa 
Dr. Alice Sheldon, his wife
